"i;o:iiil in thi! outlying districts of Van-

Kays tlio roport, "costs about S20 per 
luouth; while at Yalo and along tho wag- 
on road it ccsta double that sum. Tho 
teacher's saving, therefore, iii tho country 
■whore board in tho cheapest, arc very 
small indeed, — mtich too small to aecur- 
nnd retain the services of really good 
teachors, particularly males. Common 
farm hands, if well acijuaintod with 
wol-k, can command $50 per month and 
b jani, during the busy portions of tho 
year, thus cloai'iiig as much again as the 
educated school teacher. Tlie evils of so- 
called cheap, and necessarily inelliciont 
teaching, cannot bo over estimated. Al- 
though our country schools ar(? small, yot 
the timo of eiicii ouo of tho pnj)il3 is as 
valuable as that of a pupil in the most 
elBoient of our city schools; and tho pa- 
rent or guardian of tho ono contributes as 
much to tho school fund as tho parent or 
guardian of tho other. Hence an equiva- 
lent in tho shape of good tuition should 
be given. If, in tho most spar.soly ])opu- 
Inted of our districts, it is conaidor.>d ne- 
cessary to have a school, it is highly de- 
sirablo that that school should be well 
taiight, Tho difierenco in salary between 

A iyood Toiiclior and a v«j*y i#ot>r one 

is less tlian nothing compared with tho 
incalculable beuelita accruing from Intel 
ligently waking up mind and preparing 
a child for the proper discharge of the 
duties of aftei--lifo. * * * If we are 
flick let us invito the novice to experi- 
ment upon our case, at tho dost of health 
and all its blessings, if we have a fractur- 
ed bone let us commit it to tlio hands of 
one unskilled in surgery, at tho exponso 
of a life-long deformity, but let us not 
commit the welfare of the rising genera- 
tion to ft moro adventurer in tiio art of 
tc-aoliing, even tbough he may bo secured 
at moderate wages." Having thus ably 
and, as v.-o think, conclusively sustain- 
ed the position, tho report proceeds 
to advocate an increase of at least 120 per 
o?nt. on teaoh^rd' salaries. On the sub-

Female Teaelicio 

It says." It i.s a generally conceded fact 
that female leaohers, as a rule, possess 
greater aptitndofor communicating know- 
ledge, and are usually better disciplinar- 
ians, especially among young_ children, 
than males. Woman's mission is ])re- 
eminently that of an educator. Her 
softeiiihg, relining, and elevating infhi- 
enca contributes largely to success in tho 
school-room. Patient and i>ainstaking. 
she rules through the aiVeclions; hor au- 
thority being thus based upon love, thi^; 
trait of character is reciprocated by tho^e 
■with whom she comes in. contact. * * ' 
In the Eastern Provinces and Great 
Britain tho projjortion of female to maie 
teachers is rapidly increasing. Tho ex- 
istence, of a little unfounded prejudice in 
some of our districts against female 
teachers has induced mo to go moro into 
detail hero than 1 otherwise s]iould _ liuvo 
done. I feel no hesitancy in stating, 
therefore, that Trustees would advan(X' 
the best interests of tho rising generation 
by securing the serviees of elliciont fe- 
male teachers ■whenever and wherever 
they can ba obtained." 
The "want of 

t'lilfiirinlly In 'IVncIiInpf 

is moat taken up, and the necessity enforced 
of holding a teachers' eouvontiou during 
the summer vacation, until the time shall 
have arrived for tho ostablisbment of a 
training school. Tho report recommends 
aid to local trustee boards in erecting ro- 
sidence.s for tea(diors in outlying dibtiiel.-, 
in cases where fifty p.-r cent, shall be 
raised by local oJIort, and mi alteration 
of the School Act thereto enabling is 
suggested. With the unanimous concur- 
rence of the Board of Education, it is ni- 
commnnded toenii)loy persons notiimlill- 
ed under tho Act, to tea;>h primary selioois 
in cases where tho employment of a duly 
qualified toaohor mig' t not ijo piaetio.i- 
ablo or justitiable. The itesiraljilily of 
setting apart portions of tho pul)lic do- 
main for educational purposes, asserted 
in last year's report, is urged with increased 
earncs'ines.". On tho subject (.>f 

C'i>ii>l>"l«''»'y I'Mur-'ilion 

it sav3, that in only one School District 
have' tho Trustees availed themselves of 
the provisions of tho Act. The Suporin- 
tendanth>is hesitated to nrgo upon Trus- 
tees their duly in this respect, inasmuch 
as thev inight to bo tho best judges of tiio 
circunistuncQS of their own districts, and 
it is well auded. "Tho Legislature lias 
douo its part, and it only romains for 
Trustees to do thoirs, aud wo shall liavo 
littlo to com).iIain of with regard to the.-o, 
tho greatest of all hindrances to the suc- 
cess of Public School systems, namoly, 
nonauJ irregular atlendauco."

wa Kiveine^teuso;"Tliis branch of instrue- 
tioiur) not so ^;on.- rally taughl in our schools 
as it ought to l)e. j"l should bo cfjusider- 
ed an esaontird, instoad of n.n iininipor- 
tnnt nou-e5.«nfial. I would scarcely go 
so far as to assart that a knowledge of vo- 
cal miisio "is of moro practical voliio 
than mathematics," yi t thero is no gain- 
fi.iyiug tho fact that piobably nine out of 
ton persons of both coxo.s will fiiiil far 
moro uao for, and derive greater lienolit 
f'omafair knowledge of this subject 
than from malheuiatioa beyond tho aiin- 
plo rules of aritbmetio. But its practi- 
cal value in after life isbut'ono argnment 
among many why it should'bo carefully 
and gonerafly taught. _ Its utility in tho 
school-room in maintaining order, in tho 
enforcomout of discipline, and as an in- 
centive to study, cannotbe over estimated. 
It comes in here us a powerful ausiliury 
iu aiding and assisting the toaohor; and 
while occupying a place side by side with 
arithmetic, grammar, and geography, it 
becomes wliat tho i-.tudies never are, name- 
Iv a bealthful andsoul-onlivouing roorea- 



pears to the contrary, it should bo as uni- 
versal." "If music is thus nn iustiuot 
of diir being," says tho late Dr. I'orrostor 
of ^ova Scotia, "'if aueudowmeut bestow- 
ed less or moro upon all by tho beneficent 
Oroator, it must have boon intended to 
1)0 cultivated and dovalopod; and how 
could that bo more ofTectually don? than 
by making it a branch of education in 
our Public SchooLi?" But it might bo 
argued that all teachers have not a taste 
for vocal music. Probably not, neither 
h:\\o all teachers a particular bias for 
English grammar or algebra, yot all are 
obliged to teach tho former at least.' AVith 
tho requisite amount of application, tho 
theory of vocal muaio can be acquired 
and taught by all; and in nineteen cases 
out of twenty the practical portion of it 
may be mastered even after the attain 
ment of mature age." 

Concluaioii. 

In closing my Koport, I am thankful to 
say that wo have much to animate our 
hopes for tho future, and encourage our 
e.vortions. Although one-eighth of our 
school i)opulation is not yet deriving any 
benefit from free public school education, 
for the simple reason that schools arc not 
■n-ithin roach, yot the taiigiblo improve- 
ment brought about during tho past year 
leads us confidently to hope that, with 
the aid of au enlightened Legislature and 
a liberal Oo.vornment, educational facili- 
ties will soon be brought within a reason- 
able distance of every household in tho 
Province. A littlo judicious jiressuro 
brought to bear upon negligent parents 
in our school districts, by Trustees, will 
soon make chronic non-attondaueo almost 
ft thing of tho past. In several parts, 
])ublic schools are entirely a now feature; 
and parents themselves, in some instances, 
roc^uiro to he ei/'icali'd. in order properly 
to reali o the fact that instnicticn is re- 
quisite for their olTspriug. . In iny visit- 
ing and lecturing tour this autumn, I 
shall endeavour to awaken a mora lively 
interest in tho education of tho young; to 
show parents and guardians that every- 
thing possible is being dono for thom, 
and it is their bounden duty to avail 
tlieni.selves of the very great educational 
p.iivilegos already provided for the bene- 
lit and advancement of those committed 
to their charge. Tho steady progress 
made so far is but an earnest of what may 
yet bo dono by promoting tho s])read of 
sound and useful knowledge among the 
youth of (Hir land, who, in a fi'w vpavs, 
will take the place of tiiose who are now 
actively engaged in the bustle and business 
of life. A beginning has been mode, and 
■wo believe a good ono. From year- to 
year, amendments and improvements will 
bo found rincoisary in our school system; 
yet the foundation has been well and 
broadly laid, upon which wo hope to 
orectan educational strncturo worthy of 
this Pacific Province of the Groat Domin-
